The increased rates will be con- 
dition “upon the submission and ap- 
proval of arrangements between the 
railroads for the pooling of the rev- 
enue accruing from the suggested 
increases primarily to enable them 
to meet their fixed interest pay- 
ments.” 

The commission specifically stip- 
ulated there should be no inerease 
in rates on certain agricultural 
products and livestock, including 
wheat, corn, oats, flour, cotton,.or- 
chard products, potatoes, ri¢e, 
grapes, sugar beets, dried beans 
and peas, barley, rye, logs and-rail- 
road ties.

when‘Joe Grinstead, a farmer, held 
troops at bay with a shotgun while 
they sought to test Grinstead’s cat- 
tle.

Dangerous Proposal of French Premier 


Premier Laval of France, who igs now on the ocean on his 
way to visit America and confer with President Hoover on 
international questions, is reported yesterday to have declar- 
ed that he will offer America a 25 per cent reduction in arm- 
ament if America will agree to a security pact-guaranteeing 
safety to France. 

A more dangerous and unjustifiable proposal could not well 
be imagined. ‘ 

The United States could not give any nation such a guaran- 
tee without violating and scrapping the Kellogg-Briand peace 
pact, which France and America jointly put into effect. This 
instrument puts nations on absolute terms of equality and a 
special guarantee from one nation to another would consti- 
tute a special privilege enjoyed by the guaranteed nation 
nullifying all conditions of equality. A special guarantee of 
peace for some favored nation would in essense be a defen- 
sive war alliance. It not only would violate the Kellogg- 
Briand peace pact, but would violate the principles of the 
League of Nations of which France is a prominent member. 

It would be the beginning of the same kind of entangling 
alliances and balance of power agreements that plunged 
Europe into the World War and which has been banned by 


America ever since the famous pronouncement against them 


by George Washington. 

Worst of all, any agreement that would guarantee the 
peace and territorial integrity of France, AS FRANCE IS 
NOW CONSTITUTED, would constitute a guarantee of the 
protection and perpetuation of a selfish militaristic empire 
which holds solely by force of arms more than 3,000,000 
square miles of subject territory with more than a hundred 
million subjugated inhabitants. It would guarantee the safe- 
ty of France in drafting hundreds of thousands of these 
black, brown and yellow races and drilling them for the pur- 
pose, if necessary, of using them against white nations and 
over-running white nations with them. A guarantee to France 
would be treachery and treason to the hundred million people 
she enslaves, ’ 

The reduction of French armament 25 per cent means less ‘ 
than nothing so long as France remains a far-flung world 


empire and an unwelcome conqueror of other people. AS

No know more concern- 
ing New York than its waiters and 
taxi drivers. It occured to me the 
other day to ask members of these 
two classes how the well publicized 
depression had affected the mat- 
ter of tips, Waiters told me that the 
difference was that customers now 
looked at the prices on the menu 
before they ordered. As a result 
the average check amounts to less 
and the wajiter’s usual ten per cent 
is smaller. They also say that the 
average diner is less likely to ap- 
pear with a table full of guests. As 
for the playboys, who used to scat- 
ter large bills among the waiters, 
most of them are eating at home 
or at chain restaurants. Moreover, 
hotels and cafes have become much 
more particular concerning those 
they permit to sign their meal 
checks. Waiters say that those 
who signed usually gave larger 
gratuities. 


The taxi drivers tell me some- 
what the same type of story. They 
say that the average tip in New 
York is about ten cents because 
most persons who ride in taxis go 
@ comparatively short distance. But 
they assert that fewer persons ride 
in taxis now. They also gave me 
some interesting side-lights on tip- 


ping. According to them, tips are. 


likely to be greater when they pick 
a fare up in a cheap neighborhood 
than if they get a passenger from 
the big apartment houses suppose- 
ly occupied by the rich.

FOOTBALL DRILLS 


Casey Says Onlookers 
Distract Attention 
Of Players

BOSTON — Secret practice is a 
term familiar to all fans who fol- 
low the destinies of their favorite 
football team. -Many persons won- 
der what mysterious things: go on 
behind the walls of the secret prac- 
tice field. 

Some even object to all this secre- 
cy and claim that where there is 
secrecy there must be something un- 
derhanded going on, or at least some 
actions that would be criticized if 
seen by the public. 

To Prevent Interruptions 

As a matter of fact, the inside of 
secret practice is just as innocent as 
the practice of any athletic team. 
In the great majority of cases the 
secret practice idea exists solely to 
prevent interruptions with the work 
of the coaches. 

Spectators distract the attention 
of the players by the very fact that 
they are watching and often these 
spectators will actually interfere 
with the practice by talking to 
players or getting in the way.

Hence, he 
knows that his rival coach knows 
all that he is going to show in their 
game, except possibly a play or two 
that often a smart scout will fig- 
ure on that team using because of 
the plays that they have already 
shown, Hence, the smart coach will 
almost offer to show his rivals his 
plays and then figure on beating 
them by better execution, 

Players Must Concentrate 

Furthermore, players must con- 
centrate every minute that they are 
out on the field if they hope to get 
the most out of practice, and 
coaches have now shortened their 
sessions to the point where they may 
use ev minute of the season to 
teach all that they desire. One 
coach of my acquaintance posts a 
notice on the bulletin board for his 
squad, telling them how many min- 
utes are available each day before 
the end of the season, and calls his 
whole season a race against time. 
In such a race any outside diversions 
will hurt the development # the

appear that the practice behind the 
fence was all serious business, but 
ask any boy who has gone through 
a@ season and he will tell you many 
a story of the fun that went on 
behind the sign of secret practice. 
In fact, the boy who likes football

NEW YORK—The popularity of 
professional football today can be 
traced to the National Football 
League's “hands-off” policy in re- 
gard to collegiate-stars who have 
not completed their acedemic 
courses, 

In the early days of the unor- 

ganized “pro” game there was @ 
wild scramble to sign outstanding 
college stars. Some of these boys 
“jumped” their schools and did not 
complete their education. As a re- 
sult ill feeling arose between col- 
lege authorities and the league. 

Owners of professional teams no 
longer raid the colege ranks, and 
today a fine spirit of co-operation 
exists between the “pros” and col- 
lege authorities, 

As president of the National 
Football League, I have contended 
from the beginning that under no 
conditions should prefessional foot- 
ball interfere with the college game. 

Rule Prevents “Jumping” 

So far has the National League 
gone into this matter that it has 
a rule which prohibits a player 
from signing a league contract un< 
til his class at college has gradu- 
ated. This prevents a boy from 
“jumping” his college team, for he 
cannot play in the National League 
until such time as he would have 
finished his entire career with his 
college eleven. 

Another rule prohibits the sign- 
ing of players who have been guilty. 
while attending school of any dis- 
creditable conduct, pertaining, eit~ 
lly his football playing or other-< 


College officials now are convinc- 
ed that the professionals are not 
attempting to break down college 
football but are doing everything 
they can to build it up. In fact, 
many college coaches take their en- 
tire teams to witness professional 
games so that their charges can see 
the “post graduate” game. 

Standards for Sport 
The calibre of football in the lea-

Today 
we believe that diphtheria can be 
wiped out of the country, much as 
smallpox has been eliminted in 
really civilized communites; for if 


every child in the land were im-| wi 


munized against diphtheria with the 
newer toxin-antitoxin, disease 
would be a thing of the past. The 
administration of toxin-antitoxin 
is painless, harmless and unattend- 
ed by danger or even discomfort; 
and one cannot imagin a mother 
or: father so stupid or negligent 
that they would not take advantage 
of this method of preventing di- 
sease while their children are still 
well, etc., etc.”
